600-Ton Open Hearth 
Furnace Now in Use 
At GC Steel Plant 

(Picture on Page 18) 

Granite City Steel Co. hot 
put into operation on enlarged 
open hearth furnace that is one 
of the two largest steelmaking 
furnaces in the United Slates, 
with a capacity of 600 tons per 
batch or “heat" of steel. 

Nicholas P. Veeder, chair¬ 
man of the board and president 
of Granite City -Steel, said to¬ 
day that the enlargement of 
this furnace and ether additions 
to the company's sleelmaking 
facilities "strengthen our abil¬ 
ity to attract new steel-using 
manufeeurers to St. Louis and 
Other ports of our Midwest, 

South and Southwest market 
area." The only other sleel¬ 
making furnace with a 600- 
ton capacity is at a steel plant 
in West Virginia. 

Six hundi^ tons of steel, 
poured into ingot molds to solid¬ 
ify and then put through a series 
of powerful rolling mills, will 
yield about 450 tons of flat roll¬ 
ed plates and sheets — enough 
steel to make 240 average-size 
automobiles, or 3000 freezers, or 
3900 refrigerators, or 600 small 
tractors. 

15 Cars Of Hersp Per Heat 

It requires about 700 tons of 
raw materials, including molten 
pig iron, lime, and as many as 
15 railroad carloads of scrap 
steel, to produce one "heat" of 
approximately 600 tons of steel. 

The platter-shaped bottom of 
the huge furnace holds a "bath" 
of molten metal that is three 
feet, nine Inches deep inside a 
hearth that Is 66 feet long and 
20 feet, nine inches wide. 

Dnpurlties in the scrap and 
pig Iron combine with the lime 
to form a slag which floats on 
top of the bath and is drawn off 
from time to time during the 
refining process. This allows the 
3000-degree, F.. heat from the 
flames that sweep over the 
hearth to better penetrate the 
bath of molten metal. The furn¬ 
ace is fired with a mixture of 
fuel oil and natural gas.

Branch Bank Proposal Offers 
No Advantages To Quad-Cityans 

It seems clear that branch banking, currently 
the subject of a bitter battle in Springfield, offers 
no advantages to Quad-Cityans. And, viewed state¬ 
wide, there is grave danger that "branohing" can 
do more harm than good, even in those sections 
of Illinois where some semblance of a case might be 
made for it. Failure or sale of small banks certainly 
would work against the public interest. 

Claims of 72% public support in the state 
and 91 % support here in Madison county can be 
substantially discounted. Such polls are never able 
to reduce a matter as complex as branch banking 
to a few simple questions. This county seems to be 
getting particular attention because it has two 
members, Lloyd "Curly" Harris and Ralph Smith, 
on the banking committee. 

What claims are made for branch banking? 

James Downs, chairman of the branch bank¬ 
ing council, Ba;^8 it would reduce out-of-state loans, 
retaining more loan interest within Illinois to aid 
this state’s prosperity. He says more bank credit 
would be available and that this would help main¬ 
tain and attract industry. State Rep. Paul J. Ran¬ 
dolph, Chicago, the bill's chief sponsor, 'says there 
is a shortage of banks and that this boosts the cost 
of cashing checks and borrowing money. And Gay¬ 
lord A. Freeman jr., president of the huge First 
National Bank of Chicago, one of the principal 
backers, says big banks can offer citizens more in 
the way of credit, mortgages and special services, 
including foreign banking and bond departments. 

Yet it is a fact that Chicago is a net exporter 
of bank loans, lotming more to outside firms than 
Chicago firms borrow elsewhere, the Illinois Bank¬ 
ers Association reports. It is also a fact that banks 
here and elsewhere, aided by correspondent banks, 
can accept or reject loans on the basis of whether 
they are a good or bad risk, not whether there is 
•nough money available for loans. And the IBA 
says branch offices with absentee ownership are 
more costly to run than independent units, result¬ 
ing in higher balance requiremerrts and service 
charges, and that several large institutions urging 
branching only recently have been bothering at ail 
with consumer lending; they still do not make 
small mortgage loans. 

We are not familiar with Chicago and its 
bank problems, but we wonder if they would be 
BO acute if the banks already dominating its econ¬ 
omy offered more services and established affiliate 
banks where needed. We agree with Donald Carl¬ 
son. IBA head, that the argument of "too few 
banks" is a "horse and buggy ’ argument in this 
age of the automobile and banking by mail. It is 
only right that banks have stricter regulation than 
businesses generally, for they are risking other 
people's money, and bank failures mean business 

** Under unit banking, new banks, buildings, 
facilities and services have been provided here, and 
the service and rates compare well with banks any¬ 
where. In this connection, two reports from Wash¬ 
ington are pertinent. The U. S. House Small Busi¬ 
ness Committee warns that "unit banking is prac¬ 
tically dead" in the I I states where branch banking 
is most prevalent. And a U. S. Senate subcommit¬ 
tee says, "Destruction of the American unit bank¬ 
ing system . . . would have revolutionary effect 
upon our free enterprise system. Ultimately, mo¬ 
nopolistic control of credit could entirely remold 
our fundamental political and social institutions.

Police Need Law On Intoxication 
Tests To Curtail Drunken Driving 

Local police chiefs’ appeal for mandatory 
chemical tests of suspected drunken drivers should 
win the quick support of local residents And legis¬ 
lators. Tlris year is a leading example of the tragedy 
of street and highway mishaps, with the fatality 
rate alTeady seven ahead of the same period in 
' 1960. 

Intoxication is known to be one of the chief 
causes of traffic accidents. Yet. policemen’s' testi¬ 
mony that a motorist appeared to be drunk is in¬ 
sufficient to prosecute the individual or revoke his 
license, and may be unfair to him. since some types 
of illness resemble intoxicatim. Because there are 
tests that can show the exact level of alcohol in his 
body, it seems only logical—and fair—to write 
them into the law. 

The growing practice in other states, as up¬ 
held by the courts, is to link implied consent for 
testing with the application for a driving license. 

If the police ask for a test and it is taken, the re¬ 
sult cun lead to conviction or exoneration. If the 
test is refused, there can be suspension of the 
license- and then revocation after a hearing on 
whether the refusal was reasonable. We believe 
state action on the license after a test refusal and 
hearing request should be made mandatory rather 
than merely permissible in the final draft of the 
bill. 

Police here feel that the testing requirement 
is essential for adequate enforcement of the law 
against drunken driving. Those interested in im¬ 
proved safety for themselves and their loved ones 
an improvement badly needed judging by the 
1961 traffic records—can aid this cause by urging 
paasage of the proposal introduced at Springfield. 

Riverfront Highway May Allow 
For Future Broadwoy Underpass 

Preliminary planning for a Broadway auto 
traffic underpass is especially timely in view of 
preparations for the proposed Route 151, the 
Quad-Cities’ riverfront highway. Both the highway 
and some type of Broadway traffic separation are 

Improvements currently in progress on the 
McKinley Bridge, its Illinois and Missouri ap¬ 
proaches and the Third street highway in St. 
Louis will solve most of the existing traffic prob¬ 
lems. Only remaining bottleneck wifi be the Broad¬ 
way crossing, where motorists often are delayed by 
freight and switch trains. 

Route ISI will span this crossing, and dis¬ 
cussions so far indicate that provision can be made ' 
to permit construction of an underpass at some fu¬ 
ture date. Unless allowance for this possibility is 
made now, a future underpass project probably 
would become too awkward or too costly. 

We look forward to prompt action to construct 
the riverfront roadway to the west of and partially 
through the Quad-Cities. And we hope that financ¬ 
ing can be arranged later by the city, state and 
affected railroads for auto passage under the 
Broadway tracks.
